ATOMIC PILE TO AIQ MANKIND Flood Warning Issued 


With com and wheat crops and 
fruit orchard* in the Circleville 
area damaged by the violent wind 
and heavy rainstorm which lashed 
the district late Sunday night a 
warning wa* iounded Monday that 
the water* of the Scioto nver are 
expected to n*e above the flood 
stage by Tuesday morning. 
The electrical storm, accompan­ 
ied by a near-cloudburst, with 
gusts of wind up to 40 mile* an 
hour, leveled wheat fields and in­ 
undated corn fields in the vicinity 
of Circleville. 


Many fields Monday were inun­ 
dated and streams were steadily 
rising. Minor damage to power and 
telephone lines in Circleville was 
reported. 
The damage to fruit was re­ 
ported as not serious. Apples and 
peaches suffered some harm. Rip­ 
ening cherries will have to be pick­ 
ed quickly in order to avoid serious 
losses. 
No serious damage was reported 
in Circleville although streets and 
sidewalks in many section# of the 
city were littered with branches 


and limb* blown from tree* by the 
high winds. 
Officials of the Farm Bureau 
said wheat suffered severe dam­ 
age, with many fields down, and 
that corn crops were flooded and 
many were under water. Similar 
comment wa* made by County 
Farm Extension Agent Larry A. 
Best, although he said that only 
slight damage was caused to grow­ 
ing fruit.

He warned 
that streams were rising steadily 
and that a stage of 15 feet was an­ 
ticipated 
in the Scioto river

is 14 feet, therefore the expected 
level is one foot above flood stage 
and this may cause heavy dam­ 
age. 
More rain is in sight according 
to the official weather forecast. 
The prediction Is for scattered 
showers Monday night and Tues­ 
day

WHEN we want to indicate 
we’ve had a good, refreshing rest, 
wa oftest say “I slept like a baby,” 
and it’s a good comparison because 
most babies are paat-masters at 
the art of relaxation. There are 
•oms babies, however, of the type 
called hypertonic who do not seem 
to know how to relax. 
These babies are constantly on 
the alert. Their muscles are rigid 
and tense. They sleep too little and 
cry too much. They seem always 
hungry and yet, when they are fed, 
they spit up part of the food. They 
hear everything and any Utile 
noise makes them jump. 


Body Position 
Even the attitude they like best 
indicates tension. Usually they Ha 
on the side or abdomen with the 
back arched and legs and arms par­ 
tially bent. As might be expected, 
these over-tense youngsters are 
subject to colic and vomiting. But 
even so, according to Dr. Irving J. 
Wolman of Brooklyn, if they are 
given proper infant care, no spe­ 
cial treatment is required unless 
growth and nutrition are being in­ 
terfered with. 
The condition is seen most often 
during the first few months of life 
in thin babies and in prematures, 


or those born before the normal 
time. When they get a little fatter 
and a little stronger, they seem to 
decide that life is not so much to 
be feared after all and settla down 
to enjoy it. 
If they do have colic it is usually 
■evere. Dr. Wolman suggests th* 
use of belladonna or atropine solu­ 
tion given every four hours for 
this condition. If on the other hand 
the main symptoms are restless­ 
ness, hunger and irritability, he 
suggests the use of phenobarbital 
which is a sedative drug. The phe­ 
nobarbital also may help relieve 
vomiting and ths ^pitting up of 
food. 
Stiffness of Muscles 
Rigidity and siiffnest of tho 
muscles may at times be produced 
by some damage to the nervous 
system. Hence, when this rigidity 
of the muscles is present there is 
always need for a careful study by 
the physician to determine just 
what disorder is present. 
Of course, in those cases hi 
which the nervous system has been 
injured, the rigidity will become 
more severe as time passes rather 
than less severe as in the case of 
the hypertonic infant. Further­ 
more, in brain injuries there may 
be aome interference with intelli* 
genet.
